TAPPING SUGAR TREES. 


The conservation 
of sugar 
and 


fats is a large feature in this great 
crisis, and one possible source of 
sugar now practically overlooked is 
that of maple sugar. The total usual 
output of maple sugar is consider- 
able, but it comes from the sugar 
bushes which are compact and has 
its evaporation, sugar houses, etc. 
In short in some sections this ia a 
regular crop. 
The demand of recent 


years has been such that under, nor- 
mal conditions this supply could be 
profitably increased as a very large 
proportion of maple trees are left un- 
touched. But in times like these it 
is our duty to pay attention to this 
ource of food. 


This is work for the younger peo- 


ple o fthe villages. 
It is not neces- 


sary to have an expensive equipment 
for boiling or tapping in order to pre- 
pare a large amount of sugar this 
spring. Oftentimes equipments used 
in starting an industry cost more 
than.the product is worth, but ordi-
